Then, 
again, the theory of the South is that slavery is not 
question of race, but of caste—the strong against the 
weak, the rich against the poor; that ail who labour 
with their bauds to earn an hooest livelihood are ordained 
of God to be made slaves. Tbe workingmen of the 
North are branded as nothing better than “ mud-sills ” | 
by tbe Southern lords of the lash, even on tbe floor of the 
Senate of the United States, who despise and bate tbe 
North because she is hard-working, industrious, self-sup¬ 
porting, and finds her prosperity in free labour, and her 
safety and glory in free institutions. Tbe aim of the 
Slave Power is to overthrow all the institotions which 
we cherish so deeply, and, if possible, to mat 
bloody slavebolding military despotism, by a sodden coup 
d'etat, and thus enable another Louis Napoleon to 
tbe reins of government, aod rule as with a rod of iron, 
as unhappy France is ruled today by its perfidious be¬ 
trayer. 

What a strange spectacle is presented to the world ! 
While America is eagerly bent on perpetuating her 
accursed *yste«a, tW Gear of Russia is busy in striking 
off the fetters from tbe ltibs of toe serfrth tri» —1 
While I blush for my country, I take off my bat to the 
r-..r for that praiseworthy act. Nevertheless. I would 
like to reduce him to the sire of a common man, and put 
an end to autocratic role forever. My motto is. 

King, no Empcror.no Pope!" Not even a Queen- 
though I honor Victoria as a wife and mother, yet 1 
would my even to her, “ 1 go for your dethronement, 
except aa I would have every woman a queen, as I would 
have every man a king" (applause).

A word in regard to the uncalled revival of religi 
now going ou in tbe land. One of the resolutions belt 
us. on lhi» subject—drawn op, 1 thought, very guardedly 
- -elicited «uch serpent like hisses in the galleries that it 
was really refreshing to my spirit (Isogbler sod applause). 
It brought back the memory of thirty years ago ; 1 felt 
about "as good ss new” in tbe struggle (renewed 
laigbter). Seriously, we do need a genuine revival of 
reiigioo in oar land—would to Uodepre might have itl 
“The whole head is sick, tbe whole heart faint, and we 
are fall of wounds, sod bruises, and putrefying s 
Oar baods are foil of blood, aod we cannot deoy it. We 
need a genuine revival of reiigioo—a religion which is 
pure mod spotiem, which has no injnstice in it, which has 
no lash to apply to tbe naked bodies of defenceless women, 
which does not steal women and children, which does not 
traffic in human flesh, which goes for immediate and uni 
venal emancipatioo. We want a religion of ibis kind 
aod God forbid that I should say anything which would 
tend to prevent a revival of snch a reiigioo as this 1 Bat 
we have a right, in regard to tbe revival now going 
in oar land, to inquire what is the tendency thereof. Does 
it favor the .cause of impartial freedom, or make against 


it? 


Some of the features of this revival are worth looking 
at. In the first place, I will tell yon why I think it is 
spurious—not in regard to individual cases, for I an 
speaking of them, bat to the nation at large. It is a wide¬ 
spread epidemic, everywhere exhibiting tbe same charac¬ 
teristics aod results. It prevails at the North, and also 
at tbe Sooth. There is the same general confession of ] 
sin, which means little—the same profession of repentance, 
which means less—and the same cooversioo to the sat 
religious faith ; and yet, there is no ebaoge of spirit 
purpewe toward the millions in bondage, oo the part of 
tboae who claim to have been turned from darknc 
light, aod from tbe power of Satan to tbe living God

Let ns argue the matter a little. I suppose we shall not 
differ about tbe feet that we are, aa a nation, horribly 
wicked. Certainly, tbe American Church, which bolds 
in bondage, through its members, seven hundred tboosa 
slaves, is tolerably corrupt 1 There must be a good deal 
blood upoo tbe garments of snch a Church 1 There is 
end to political corruption and demagogotkm. if If 
Prioce of Darkoeai has ever held complete supremacy any¬ 
where, it is at tbe present time, in America. Now, you 
have a genuine revival of reiigioo going on, mark youl- 
good, holy—that hates the wrong, defends tbe right, 
loves mau, hates tyranny. Have you got it f If so, 
then there u a tremendous strife going 
land with " principalities, and powers, and spiritual 
wickedness in high places.” Tbe antagonistic elements 
of heaven and hell are dow in fierce conflict, and a 
blood-stained Church and State are shaken to their 
foundations, as by a mighty earthquake! Bat does any¬ 
body tremble T No! Is Satan uneasy? Nevermore 
easy ! Is corruption terrified ? Why, it goes sonodly to 
afeep, and snore* over it (applabse). A genuine revival 
of religion would scare James Buchanan, so that beconld 
not sleep of nights (langhter and applause)—and tbe 
whole Scnth would be up in arms to resist this invading 
spirit, and, if possible, to lynch it. 

Now, when all is calm and peaceful, in the midst of all- 
abounding corruption, how dare yon say , hat tbe 8pirit of J 
the living God is at work ? How dare yon say that we 
have a revival of the religion of Jesns Christ the Re 
deemer? Let exceptional cases be granted-that, here 
and there, a man may be changed from an evil course to 
a good one-it does not affect the general fact, it does 
Dot invalidate the statement, that tbe revival of which we 
hear so much is spurious and worthies, because it gives 
no trouble to the corruption, the demagogueism, or the 
demon-spirit of slavery in tbe land. 

Yon know they are determined on having the piratical 
foreign slave trade reopened at tbe South, and are looking 
for the time, not far distant, when it will be made a legiti¬ 
mate branch of American commerce. Yet among tbe 
very people who are thus desirous to extend and perpetu 
ate slavery, and to renew the African slave traffic, tbe re¬ 
vival is spreading and converts are multiplying in all i 


If any religion leaves a fetter upon my limbs, I shad 
denounce it os spurious, call it by wbat name you please. 
As every other human being is by creation entitled to I 
same rights as I am, any religion which leaves any 
i in bondage is equally deserving of execration 
(applause).

LETTER FROM REV. A D. MAYO. 

A lb ant, April 27, 1668. 

Dear Sir : I thank you most sincerely for your cordial 
ioritatioa to speak at tbe Auti-Slavery Anniversary in 
New York on the lltb and I2lb of May. 

You will believe me when I say that I count it an honor 
to be invited to the platform occupied by the faithful 
men and women who so long have fought io the front of 
our great natioaal battle against despotism. While I 
uever was able to tee the duties of a citisen of the Doited 
States io tbe light which they assume to m 
friends. Ism convinced that only a criticism as relentless, 
a courage and fidelity as per si tent aa their* can arouse 
tbe people to a realization of tbe curse that is stealing 
upon us, aod shame into a decent regard for tbe righl 
of man those supple aud mercenary politicians into whose 
hand* tbe decision of all great questions invariably falls 
in a republic. 

I do not, therefore, excuse myself from your platform 
on any plea of want of sympathy with your objects. With 
your moral warfare against oppression my whole soul 
igTees; and your honorable attitude towards all whose 
theory of action is not your own would be an additional 
incentive to come. 

But, my dear sir, tbe longer I am in the harness, the 
more I am reminded that we all have limitations which a 
wise man should not rashly overstep. I am no platform 
ipeaker, in Ibe sense that the eloqnent men wfa 
these Annivenariee are distinguished. To go upon yonr 
platform on these great occasions woald aeces 
elaborate ana anxious preparation as would inevitably 
distract my miod from tbe absorbing dntiss of my pro-1 
fresiooal life. Again and again am I reminded that if I' 
stand ou a poet of duty so laborious aod peculiar 
present one, and keep my work where it is now, I must 
cat off from exhausting efforts outside.

Now, Mr. Chairman, it seems proper, after snch high- 
wrought eulogy, that some of the prominent acts in the 
life of Jadge Kane, tbe acta which distinguished his judi¬ 
cial career above that of other magistrates, should be 
here stated, not aa “ a jaunty antithesis,” but as a truth¬ 
ful bill of exceptions. 

Judge Kane’s place was the bench of the United States 
District Court of Eastern Pennsylvania. It was an office 
of hiB own seeking, and he performed its duties volunta¬ 
rily. When the Fugitive Slave law was pasjpd, it de¬ 
volved upon him to adjudicate many of the cases which 
transpired under it This task he performed in a manner 
which, in the end, gave the fullest satisfaction to the 
slaveholders and slave-hunters, and elicited from them 
the strongest expressions of approval. It was Judge 
Kane wbo tried the case of Hannah Dellam, the unhappy 
woman wbo, it will be remembered, with her little boy 
and babe unborn, was put upon the stand to answer the 
charge of having been born a certain man’s slave. It 
was proved that she had lived at least two years in Penn- 
Ivauia, and testimony was offered raising the presump- 
m that she had lived in the State previously to the time 
which it was alleged she had escaped. It was hoped 
at the Jadge, leaning to the side of mercy, would accept 
this as sufficient proof. The interesting situation of the 
woman, and the appeals of the little boy at her side, it 
was hoped by the large aadience of humane people of 
both sexes, drawn thither by the interest of the occasion, 
would give force to “ the doubt ” and insure a decision in 
her favor. Bnt no; Hannah Dellam and her little boy, 
charged and chargeable with no crime, were ordered to 
be handed over to the custody of her claimant, and by 
him carried uAo slavery. It was said the law and evi¬ 
dence required it; be it so.

We therefore 
devised an Annual Bazaar for the sale of contributions of 
articles; and it afforded an opportunity of great useful¬ 
ness, both financial and social, to the cause. 

But th® changed stale of the public mind now suggests 
greater directness in the method and increase in the use¬ 
fulness of this anniversary : and we propose, this year, to 
give our usual sums and take np onr accustomed collec- 
tions by direct cash subscription ; and we entreat tbe 
friends, both at home and abroad, who have been wont to 
cooperate with us, to do the same, nothing doubting the 
result will much exceed the stun ($3,000) raised last year. 

To our Southern friends we present this prospect with 
increased hope of their cooperation in consequence. For, 
aa none better than they know what slavery and the daily 
increasing risks of its tenure are, so none have a deeper 
concern in seeking tbe most effectual means of putting an 
end to this common sin and suffering of onr native land. 

The money we have annually raised has been hitherto 
employed to sustain the National Anti-Slateiit Stan¬ 
dard, the organ of the American Anti-Slavery Society. 
Bat, following the recent indication of toe Executive Com¬ 
mittee, in making individual efforts to place that paper 
on a self-supporting subscription basis, we shall enable 
them to devote the result of our joint financial effort to 
sustain eloquent and faithful lecturers, now eo much 
needed, and in far greater numbers than heretofore. 

By this plan we may accomplish doable the amount of 
service to onr cause, and tons famish its friends aod onr 
own with a two-fold motive to continue and increase tbeir 
contributions. 

No words from ns at this late day are needed to stimu¬ 
late a prudent generosity by description of all tbe means 
that go to change the mind and the heart of a great 
nation on toe central question of its policy; or to kindle 
a sublime one by commendation of a cause identified with 
every thought that is ennobling and holy, with every 
hope that is august aDd magnificent, with every 
memory that is precious and sainted, with every idea that 
is consoling and beautiful, with every effort that is en¬ 
lightening and beneficent, with every association that 
history, or poetry, or patriotism, or philanthropy, or 
Christianity, or life or death, have sanctified and blessed.
